Order Confiscation of the 
Remaining Catholic Schools 


Madrid, July 20 (fP) — Official Spain ordered 
mayors, 
government 


burghers and special boards throughout the rebellion-wracked nation 
today to complete the confiscation of remaining Catholic schools, colleges 
and universities. 


Article 2fi of tlic Spanish constitution prohibits religious orders 


from teaching or owning educational Institutions, but the section, In- 
tended to wipe out teachings which leftists regard as reactionary and 
inimical to their cause, has not been strictly enforced. 


An official decree, promulgated yesterday, announced "Immediate 


enforcement" of tho article was necessary "at this, moment" of armed 
rightist rebellion. 


Since tho February elections of this year, with their sweeping leftists 


victories, many churches have been destroyed or damaged by extremists. 
Others were burned following the full of the Bourbon Monarchy In 1931. 


There are several thousand churches, church convents, schools, col- 


leges and universities in Spain which are owned by religious orders with 
the Jesuits, technically dissolved by the constitutional section, tho wealth- 
iest ot them all. 


Religious teaching also has l-een banned from tho public schools, 


but priests ha\e been permitted to leach religion in chuiclies. They have, 
not been allowed to mention politics from tho pulpit, although several 
of their number have served as pai liamentary deputies, a few of them 
affiliated with moderate leftist patties.
